FRUIT-GROwWENG IN THE SOUTiL

Pasturing Stock, Raising Chickens and

Lew-Headed Trees,

Editor National Tribune: The pasiur-
ing of sheep, hogs and the raising of
chlickens aned jow-headad treez. These
are questions of jmportaace to the l‘nlm-
grower as well as the farmer. The
time has been, and i8 yet with some
people, when stock was not restrained
from running at Jarge in the young as
well as the ol orchard. Now we can
notice another change, where all kinds
of stock are rexcluded from the or-
chiarde. Hewever, the fruit-growers
have been watching this part of the
business with g view o the profits of
| both fruit and stock raising. Most ques-
tions have two sides, and this is on» of
them. It may be thought that he who
will wllow any kind of stock mn the
orchard is not a practiced fralt-grower.
The question of growing good fruit at
the least cost is a practical guestion,
Then, the growing of low-headed trees
is another very important poin: to be
remembered, for the high winds get
the topped trees every time, for they
are slapped and pounded around when
the low-topped trees escaps the most _._.[
the whipping, lLow tops are not vasily
hlown down by high winds and senlded
by the hot winds and sun. Low-headed
trees s one good way to fight the flat-
headed borer, for the hody of the trees
are shaded and they don't like shade.
Then, harvesting the fruit s easier.
After the trees come into bearing 1
think the land shouid be seeded to
clover, for there will he many wined-
f:llg that can be put on the market at
gome price, and if the land is cultivated
the fruit would have to be washed, and
yvon and your work wounld be worth
what vou would get for the fruir. Then,
as a rule, the hill land Is so liable to
washing. In ense the trees need any
protection, mulch Wwith green clover.
The trees will grow and prosper just
as well. It Is not a very ad plun to
pasture the orchard with sgheep and
hogs, and the more chickens the belter.
The chicken s the bug-eater, the hog
the roots, and he charges nothing for
the use of his nose, and thé sheep are
the weed-eaters. Sheep may be tarned
in the archard when they are hungry
and turned out when full. The hog
would be all right as long az he don't
hark the trees. The hog woull do the
work for the coddling moth that ks de-
gtroving so much of our lineat fruits.
It destroys bushels and bushels of ap-
ples, plums, peaches ind pears every
vear. If some fruit-growers woutl do
this there wonld be fatter hogs, withonut
corn, richer laind without havling man-
ure. and no waste by washing [fruits,
no less money and more good fruit.

A greal many farmors amd  {rait-
growerds make mistakes in frull-grow-
ing by harvesting too many crops from
the semoe land, and then expect a good
crop of fruit; hence disappomtoients
and failures, and then thoe country (e
said to be no good for fruit. 1t the
orchard must be cultlvated, ler it be
for a crop of frult, The fruit-growers
must be broad-minded and well-edu-
eated men; they must know the chem-
istry of the soll, the structure of plants,
thelr function and the science of plant
life: then the jnsects that prey upon
our crops aod the best method of de-
stroying them. Then they should Know

the insects that are aiding us in our
work., In fact, there is no calling in all
thig broad land of ours that calls for

men of breader minds than tilling the
soll. Remember, farmers and fruoit-
growers, that agriculture and horticol-
ture will never rank as high as it
shonld until it s recogaized as one of
the learved professions npon which de-
pends the presperity of the world.—A.

On the 3d of July last, as a special
guecst of the Chamber of Commerce of
Sherkdan City, I delivered a memorial
address at the monument erected to

the honor of thosgse who fell in the
Fetterman massacre, Dec. 21, 1866, at
which time Serg’t Gibson, who has

sinee retired, only survivor of the wag-
on-bed fight, as well 83 one of my most
trusted men, on the Z1lst of December,
and Comrade S. 8. Peters, of the Omaha
Bee, another of my old veterans, started
an association to securs {he names of
all 2d Battallon men who served under
my c¢oinmand, and obtain, If possible,
suitable legislation in their favor. That |
memorial address, as well as the imme- |
diate response to the same, by Con-!
gressman Mondell, of Wyoming, has
been carefully prepared from stenog-
rapher's notes, and forwarded for pres-
ervition by the city authorities of Sher-
idan, along with certified original docu-
ments amd maps which lluminate ex-
actly the once confused data of that
entire Indian campaign.

I have dietated thus much as a mat-
ter of personnl duty to all survivors or
heirs of my old comrades who served
in the largest reglment (equal to a bri-
gade) ever under one set of regimental
colors, and to the honor of which the
West Point Monument gives special
credit for casualties incurred under its
banner.—Henry B. Carrington, Briga-
disr-General, U. 8 Army, retired.

ITf not too Jate, T would like yvou to pub-
lish my name with the Captains as the
Captain of the 51st I In tha battle of
Kenesaw Mountain, June 271864, On
the night of June 26 1 was on picket
duty, and Gen. llarker, commanding
aur brigade, sent an Orderly ordering
me to come with my regiment to Fis
It was the first time I
hnd ever seen him, and I was a liitle
surprived to have him tell me that he
had watched me with great interest
during this campaign, and he was much
pleascd wWith my soldierly bearing and
the hoandling of my men. This, of
(&0 ., wiis a pleasant thing for me to
hear, He then intimated what we were
to da the next day, and told me that,
tho | was the youngest man command-
ing a regiment, he had selected me to
the post of honor in leading the men
into action. He then detailed the posi-
tion in which he wanted the men form-
ed, and told me I was to move o many
vards directly east and then to move
directly south, At that point I was to
give in a c¢lear, tho not loud volce, the
order: *Barttalion, right wheell™ This
movement made brought McCook's Bri-
gade into immediate action and Wag-
ner's Prigade also engaged, and I saw
at once the danger I was in. I imme-
diately ordered my men to donble-quick
down the hill. This brought us within
19 feet of the rebels’ works. I tried to
deploy my regiment and commence
firing. 1 tried my best to do this, but
found it an impossibility, and while so
engaged T received a gunshot wound
which effectually left me out of the
action. I immediately called my Ad-
jutant, Henry Hall, of Boston, and gave
him my orders. I then started to Te-
tire, und had gone about 10 feet from
the firing line when I heard of my Ad-
jutant’s death. A few feet farther I
met Gen. Harker on horseback. He
stopped me, and asked me how things
were in the front. I told him it was
impossible to carry out his orders. [
had tried my very best to do as he
wanted me to. He then drew his sword
and cried: “Who will follow me?"” Sev-
enteen men jumped up to follow him.
and in less time than it takes to tell it
Harker was a corpse. Nearly every
one who got up was shot down. I am
writing a longer letter than I Intended
to, but T feel that my regiment s en-
titled to the honor, and history ought
to record {t.  For my standing and rep-
utation as 4 man and soldier I respect-

So, you see, I
wis In two regiments and four come
pianies; was mustered out in the Fall
of ‘85, when I was but little past 16
vears old. Now, us kids were not to
blame for not being born sooner. Wa
enlisted for three years, or during tha
war, but were mustered out, and my
discharge zhows there were no ohjec=
tions to my being re-enlisted. Besldes,
we don't know how long the war would
have lasted if we had not enlisted; for,
just as soon as me and my bloody 55th
Ky. (I say Bloody, because when wa
came home we all had all the blood woa
started with) were ordered to Riche
mond, R. E. Lee heard we were coming
and surrendered at once, before we got
there. I think we ought to be counted
with our daddy soldiers.—John T. Wile
liams, Cos, B and K, 55th Ky, M't'd Inf.,
Brooksville, Ky.

Defense of & Blockhouse.

In response to the inquiry as to the
defunse of a blockhouse by members of
the 4th Mich, Cav.. J. H. Bradford, 30th
I, Washington, Ark., sends us a clip=
ping from The National Tribune of Jan.
21, 1895, by Gen. R. H. G. Minty. It
t¢ils the story of the defense of the
blockhouse hetween Nashville and Chat-
tanooga in September, 1864, by 17 men
of the 4th Mich. Cav., armed with
Spencer carbines and commanded by
Curp'l Chaucla Bickford., Gen. Wheelep
sent in a flag of truce, threatening to
turn his Texans loose if the Corporal Jdid
not surrender, Bickford answered: “"Ga
on, and turn them loose and we will
take care of them.” ‘Whesler shelied
the blockhouse for five hours and &
half, bringing his guns sometimes withe=
in 10 rods of the works, but the littla
band cempelled the Confederate gun=-
ners to change the position of their
guns seven times, and finally forced
them to retreat with a loss of sight
men killed and 60 wounded. Gen. Minty
promuted Bickford to a Second Licuten=
ant, and the commission was received
from the Governor of Michigan.

Neglect of the Regulars,

S. W. Hoptonstall, Battery D, 3d T
8., Mantesano, Wash., agrees with Com=
rade Bell as to the neglect of the Regus
lars, who were left out in the cold for
erlisting too early. Comrade Hoptone
stall enlisted March 20, 1861, and foughg
with the Army of the Potomac from
start to finish. He was three times
wounded, and never had a furlough nor
4 pass while in the service. He thinks
it a shame for this great Government
to make such a discrimination between
its soldiers,
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
